the rejection because: 

In the remark, applicant argued that (1) Cardilio does not disclose or suggest a render 
system being physically separated from the handheld device to render the retrieved web 
page to a user. 

Examiner traverse the argument that: 

By definition, "render" also means "to express in another form or language; to translate; 
to convert". Cardilio discloses an ADSI device that is used for both sending a request for 
Internet data and for displaying retrieved Internet data. Cardilio further taught a render 
system (188, fig.3), which functions to format the HTML data file to be compatible with 
the display capabilities of screen-display, located inside the AIB (180, fig.2), physically 
separated from the handheld device (1 10, fig.2).
